TYRANT RULES 
PERU; BATTLE 
WITH STUDENTS

BUENOS AIRES, April 21.—Peru is 
under the tyranny of a dictatorship, 
according to two copies of a Lima 
newspaper brought here by a traveler. 
This is the first news from Lima since 
March 27, when a strict mai) and tele- 
graphic censorship isolated Peru from 
the rest of South America. 

According to the papers President 
Leguia. who took the presidency of 
the nation on July 4, 1919, has now 
assumed dictatorial powers, overruling 
the Supreme court and committing 
other alleged extreme acts. The re-

SCARLET FEVER WARNING. 
F a child is taken sick rather sudden- 
ly, vomits, complains of headache, 
and has fever the probability is that 
séme form of infection is manifest- 
ing itself. Not infrequently oncoming ih- 
fectton causes convulsions as well as 
fever, aching and vomiting. <A case 
which started with convulsions is not 
necessarily one of meningitis, or infantile 
paralysis, or other infection of the nerv- 
ous system. This symptom merely means 
that the poison of the disease is affect- 
ing the nervous system to a considerable 
degree. Nor do convulsions as the ini- 
tial symptom imply the case will prove 
to be a severe one. The fact is that 
convulsions, as an onset symptom in 
a child, cause more alarm than is justi- 
fled. 
If a rash develops within twenty-four 
hours after the heginning of the fever 


_|the probable diagnosis is scarlet fever. 
| If there is a history of exposure to scar- 


‘|let fever within the last few days the 
diagnosis is almost certain. The incuba- 
tion period of scarlet fever is short. It 
may not be more than a day. Nor is the 


‘| danger limited to those exposed to cases 


of active scarlet fever. 
While there is no danger from the 
scales which fall from the skin of a per- 


son. convalescing from scarlet fever, 
‘| there is considerable danger from the 


nose and throat secretions of all those 
convalescents who have discharging nose 
or suppurating ears, boggy tonsils, and 
swollen neck glands. No ex-scarlet fever 
case is safe until all such evidences of 
the disease have disappeared regardless 
of the number of weeks since the onset 
of the illness. 

If the rash is in fine red pin points, 
turning at places {nto a diffuse red, scar- 
let fever is more certain. - If there is a 
smooth, even redness blanch the skin 
by pressing on it with a piece of glass. 
As the pressed skin turns pale the red 
pin points will stand out. The rash gen- 
erally starts on the neck and chest.

THE HOLE IN THE ROAD. 
[From the Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


The highway past a person’s home or place of busi- | 
ness constitutes his connection with the world. With- 
out it the individual would revert to primitive isola- 
tion. Moreover, that highway belongs in part to the 
individual, for it is built with his money. Whether the 
road be good or bad, the individual is a partner in the 
enterprise. 

A hole in thé road near one’s home concerns one 
personally and directly. If one happens to drive fre- 
quently the holg assumes the proportions of a major | 
public issue. It may appeal to the individual as of 
more importance to him than the tariff, the currency, \ 
or the foreign palicy of the nation. 

Millions are spent annually on American highways. 
Many thousands are wasted, and one of the chief 
sources of waste lies in neglecting pavements after 
they are laid. As soon as that hole in the pavement in 
front of your property appeared it should have been. 
somebody's particular business to repair it. Such a. 
hole is much like @ cancer—readily cared for at the 
start, but rapidiy Spreading and becoming more ma- : 
lignant if neglected. 

President Harding doubtless had in mind this hole 
in the pavement—this hole you are especially inter- 
ested in—whén he told congress on Tuesday that it 
shouid be the policy of the federal government when 
i* coOperates with local authorities in road building to 
insist that pavements so laid shall be afterward main- 
tained properly to avoid waste. “ Patrol and constant 
repair” was the phrase he used. 

They do this better abtoad than here,though tn some. 
States in America the importance of “ patrol and con- 
stant repair” is recognized. If it is worth while to 
spend millions in good roads every year it is obviously 
worth while to maintain them in their improved condi- 
tion afterward. Patrol crews equipped with materials 
for quick repairs should be constantly on the alert for 
signs of trouble. In other countries a hole in the road 
is not allowed to become a cancer beyond cortrol. 
is fixed forthwith. It should be so here. 

If American highway authorities want to make. 
themselves solid with those who own the roads—that 
is, with Mr. Average Citizen and all his kin—they 
should take a hint from President Harding's message 
to congress. “ Patrol and constant repair.” That's a 
slogan that sounds good te us.

HOURS IN STEEL. 


Chicago, April 20.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—Your editorial of the 20th, “ dudge 
Gary on the Long Day,” expresses views 
which have been quite common among 
the public for some time, but which are 
erroneous and show lack of first hand 
knowledge. 

The writer has been a worker in the 
steel business for some years, though 
not now, and feels qualified to speak 
on this question. 
The majority of twelve hour men do 
not want an eight hour day. This is 
\a fact. Four times in my experience, 
twice before tha war and twice during 
the. war, the firms with which I was 
connected offered the men an eight hour 
day with an increase in the hourly wage. 
It was flatly refused. In three of these 
instances the men threatened to strike’ 
if forced to work only eight hours. Fur- 

thermore, the men had been working 

seven days a week and when the com- 

pany forced each man to take one day 

off in seven, the men received it with 

such antagonism that had labor not 

been plentiful at the time they would 

have been sorely pressed. 

You say, “ The young workers doubt- 

less are for the long day . . But the 

alder men. . are not for the twelve 

hour day.” ‘This is perhaps true. But . 
there are very few older men working 

twelve hours a day. As a matter of 

fact, all of them would like an eight 

hour day ifthey could get the same 

money for @ieht hours they now get 

for twelve., It isn’t the love of the 

work but the love of the money. 

Further, you use the expression “ over- 

worked men” in connection with the 

twelve Hour day. The writer hag seen 

far more overworked efght hour men 

than he has seen overworked twelve hour 

men. On several occasions I have timed 

the actual working hours of the twelve 

hour men and fotind that they actually 

worked but six and one-half hours a 

day on/‘the average. The other five 

and one-half hours were spent in any 

way they saw fit, without any inter- 

ference by the boss. These men are. 
usually needed intermittently, and when 

they are needed they work hard, but 

they have a rest of at least an hour 

and a half at a time. 

This is not written in antagonism to 

the laboring man, but Gary’s statement 

that the men themselves are the great- - 
est obstacle to the twelve hour day is 

correct. It is a question that should 

be settled by the officers and the men, 
working for them in the steel business 

and not by a few slinking labor leaders 

and the well intentioned but often mis- 

placed sympathy of the public.

HERE will be a full moopv to- 
night. If the weather be fair 
or, anyway suitable for flying, 
the bird student will find the 
moon worth watching. The face of 
the full moon viewed through wide- 
angled glasses or low power tele- 


glasses or even a common fiber mail- 
ing tube, without lens of any kind, 
will do—wiill often revealhgreat flights 
of migrating birds. The same is true 
of the full moon in May. If we could 
arrange in some way to have a full 
moon about May 15, however, we 
would know much more than we do 
about bird migration. 


Migrating birds do most of their 
flying at night and at great heights— 
often far above the range of unaided 
vision—but with the help of glasses 
and the moon they can often be seen 
in flight. Observers knowing their 
instruments have thus been able to 


determine the speed of migrating 


birds, which often attains the rate of 
130 miles an hour. . 


Among the arrivals in April that will | 
puzzle the young bird student are the 
earlier warblers. They are tiny and 
inconspicuous, flitting about nervously 
as all warbiers do. “The commonest, 
evreydayest” of these early warblers 
are the myrtle warbler, pine warbler, | 
and palm warbler. You can expect to 
see them any day now and bird stu- | 
dents who live in Chicago can quickly | 
learn to identify them by studying the 
mounted specimens at the Academy of 
Science in Lincoln park. They havea 
case of these Warblers there just for 
this purpose.

ANDELION plents have been the 
standby crop for early “ greens” 
for many years, being made 
famous in colonial 

southern colored mammies, who 

prized them highly as food for their 

bied greens and pot licker, chillun.” 

Horseradish has become a rival] of the 

dandelion in many communities, but 
neither one of these plants furnishes 
tender tops for “ greens” throughout 
the summer. 

Some gardeners think the season for 
“greens” is over when dandelion and. 
horseradish tops become too tough to 
use, but spinach is now being com- 
monly grown to prolong the season. 
By planting spinach early it will be 
ready to use as soon as the dandelion 
leaves are t large to use. Dande- 
lion may be greatly improved by cover- 
ing the largest plants with boxes. This 
bleaches the tops and the leaves be- 
come tenderer. 

Spinach is a hardy plant, and may 
be seeded along with the earliest vege- 
tables. Plant it in the richest spot in 
the garden and keep it growing as 
rapidly as possible by watering and 
cultivating the plants regularly. Thick

Light sprinklings of nitrate of soda 
will help to keep the spinach growing.

The first is that it 
is essential, in order to have a bench 
of able and efficient men, that when 
a man is nominated he should be as- 
sured that, if elected, and if he serves 
faithfully and efficiently, he should be 
reélected from time to time until he 
reaches the point where he is enti- 
tled, under the law, to retire on half 
pay. 

“The second principle is. that no 
party and no faction should ever be 
permitted to gain control of the courts 
for partisan purposes. This agpocia- 
tion stands for nonpartisanship. 

“Neither the committee nor the 
board of managers has at any time 4s- 
sumed to commit the association to 
the indorsement of any ticket or any 
individual. The vote of the association 


will determine all questions of that 


sort.
